Metro to Shut Airport Station 


Weekend repair work to add delays for Labor Day travelers 


WASHINGTON! Metro will shutter Reagan 
National Airport Station this weekend, 
forcing Labor Day weekend travelers to 
use shuttle buses or other forms of trans- 
portation during what could be one of the 
busiest holidays of the decade. 

The transit agency plans to close the air- 
port station, as well as the Crystal City and 
Pentagon City stations on the Blue and Yel- 
low Lines, from 9:30 p.m, Friday until 5 a.m. 


Tuesday for extensive maintenance. 

The closures are the result of long- 
planned track work, Metro said. Regular 
service is expected to resume in time for 
Tuesday morning’s rush hour. 

Shuttle bus service will be provided 
between the Pentagon Station and the air- 
port, but passengers should add 30 to 45 
minutes of travel time to and from the air- 
port “or they should consider using alternate 


transportation to the airport,” said Metro 
spokesman Steven Taubenkibel. 

Officials believe this is the first time the 
airport station has closed for a three- day 
weekend since it opened in 1977- 

Metro riders said Tuesday the closure 
was worrisome. Caroline Joyce was trav- 
eling from the airport on the Blue Line 
toward Franconia- Springfield when she 
heard the news. “Considering it’s a holiday 
weekend, it’s going to be a disaster,” she said.

Calif. May be Headed for Fiery Fall

Officials says blazes 
near L.A. could be a 
sign of things to come 

LOS ANGELES I Firefighters report- 
ed some progress Tuesday against 
a gigantic blaze on the edge of Los 
Angeles, but warned that this one 
might be just a preview of even 
greater dangers ahead. The peak 
Southern California fire season 
hasn’t even started yet. 

The worst fires typically flare 
up in the fall, when ferocious 
Santa Ana winds can drive fires 
out of wilderness areas and into 
suburbs. As a result. Southern 
California could be in for a long 
wildfire season. 

“When you see a fire burn- 
ing like this, with no Santa Ana 
winds, we know that with the 
winds, it would be so much worse, 
so much more intense,” said Los 
Angeles County fire Capt. Mark 
Whaling. 

The Santa Anas are so devastat- 
ing when they carry fire because 
they sweep down from the north 
and reach withering speeds as they 
squeeze through wilderness can- 


yons and passes and plunge into 
developed areas. 

Even though winds have 


been mostly calm since the blaze 
began along the northern fringe 
of Los Angeles and its suburbs.

The size of the wildfire, in square 
miles, as of Tuesday afternoon. At 
least 53 homes in California have been 
destroyed so far. 

the flames have spread over 
190 square miles of forest in 
a week. Some 12,000 homes 
remained threatened as 3,600 
firefighters and aircraft battled the 
blaze across a 50-mile line. 

But that was not the only sig- 
nificant blaze in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

In the inland region east of Los 
Angeles, 2,000 homes were being 
threatened by a fire of more than 
1.5 square miles in San Bernardino 
County, and a nearby 1.3-square- 
mile blaze was putting 900 homes 
at risk in Yucaipa. 

The big fire, known as the 
Station Fire, was just 5 percent 
surrounded, but U.S. Forest Ser- 
vice incident commander Mike 
Dietrich said that figure could 
double by the end of the day. 

“There’s a lot more work to be 
done,” Dietrich said. “It’s still a very 
treacherous situation.” (ap) 


EEOC: Muslim 
Firings in Colo. 
Not Warranted 

DENVER I Federal officials says 
a JBS Swift & Co. meatpacking 
plant in Colorado was wrong to 
fire more than 100 Muslim work- 
ers who walked out during Rama- 
dan last year in a dispute over 
prayer breaks. 

The U.S. Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission said 
Monday that Swift failed to pro- 
vide religious accommodations 
to workers and retaliated against 
those who complained. 

Workers wanted their breaks 
to coincide with sunset so they 
could pray during the holy month 
of Ramadan and end their day’s 
fast. The ruling means the fired 
workers and the company can try 
to reach a settlement, (ap)

RELIGION I The top-selling Bible 
in North America will undergo its 
first revision in 25 years, promis- 
ing to reopen a contentious debate 
about changing gender terms in 
the sacred text. 

The New International Version, 
the Bible of choice for conserva- 
tive evangelicals, will be revised to 
reflect changes in English usage 
and advances in Biblical scholar- 
ship, it was announced Tuesday. 
The revision is scheduled to be 
published in 2011. 

“We want to reach English 
speakers across the globe with a 
Bible that is accurate, accessible 
and that speaks to its readers in 
a language they can understand,” 
said Keith Danby, global president 
and CEO of Biblica, which holds 
the NIV copyright. 

But past attempts to remake 
the NIV for contemporary audi- 


ences have been plagued by con- 
troversies about gender language 
that have pitted theological con- 
servatives against each other.

The changes did not make all 
men “people” or remove male refer- 
ences to God, but instead involved 
dropping gender-specific terms 
when translators judged that the 
original text didn’t intend it.

Grinding Up Chicks 


Industry spokesman 
says killing of male 
birds is unavoidable 

WASHINGTON | An animal rights 
group is calling on the nation’s 
largest grocery story chains to 
post warnings on egg cartons 
that unwanted male chicks are 
ground up alive, after videotap- 
ing the practice at an Iowa egg 
hatchery. 

In letters sent to the companies 
this week, Mercy for Animals says 
its undercover videotape at Hy- 
Line North America’s hatchery in 
Spencer, Iowa, “exposes one of the 
industry’s best kept secrets — that 
the egg industry tears male chicks’ 
bodies apart in grinding machines 
while they are still alive.” 

The group wants the chains 


to include a label on egg cartons 
that says, “Warning: Male chicks 
are ground-up alive by the egg 
industry.” 

Hy-Line said “instantaneous 
euthanasia” — a reference to kill- 
ing of male chicks by the grinder 
— is a standard practice support- 
ed by the animal veterinary and 
scientific community. 

According to Mercy for Ani- 
mals, male chicks are of no use to 
the industry because they can’t lay 
eggs and don’t grow large or quickly 
enough to be raised profitably. 

“There is, unfortunately, no way 
to breed eggs that only produce 
female hens,” said United Eggs Pro- 
ducer Spokesman Mitch Head. “If 
someone has a need for 200 million 
male chicks, we’re happy to provide 
them to anyone who wants them,”

TRIPOLI, LIBYA I Libya Staged a lav- 
ish spectacle Tuesday parading 
white-robed horsemen and gold- 
turbaned dancers as jets flew over- 
head to celebrate the 40th anni- 
versary of the coup that brought 
Moammar Gadhafi to power. 

The four- day festivities were 
designed to highlight the volatile 
leader’s acceptance on the world 
stage, but were overshadowed 
by new controversies about the 
return of the only man convicted 
of the 1988 Lockerbie bombing 
that killed 270 people. 

The return home of Abdel Baset 
al-Megrahi overshadowed the fes- 
tivities. Scottish officials released 
him on Aug. 20 on compassionate 
grounds because doctors said he 
was suffering from terminal pros- 
tate cancer and only had three 
months to live. But his release and 
warm homecoming in Libya out- 
raged many of the victims’ fami- 
lies and U.S. officials. 

Intense public pressure over 
al-Megrahi’s release has sent the 
British and Scottish governments 
scrambling to respond. On Tues-

TEHRAN I Iran’s top nuclear nego- 
tiator offered an opening Tuesday 
for possible compromise with the 
West, saying the Islamic regime is 
ready to hold talks with world pow- 
ers over its nuclear program. 


But Iranian lawmakers also 
sent a message of defiance to the 
world community — displaying 
strong support for President Mah- 
moud Ahmadinejad’s nominee for 
defense minister even though he is 
wanted by Argentina for the bomb- 
ing of a Jewish community center 
in 1994 that killed 85 people.

Leaders vow to learn

Evidence of continued animos- 
ity was not far from the surface, 
however, as Poland pushed for 
greater acknowledgment from 
Russia of its role in starting the 
war, while Russia sought to min- 
imize the impact of Moscow’s 
1939 pact with Berlin, 

Red and white Polish flags flut- 
tered as the officials opened the cer- 
emony at 4:45 a.m. Later, Poland’s 
president, prime minister and oth- 
ers placed wreaths at the foot of the 
towering granite monument to the 
defenders of Westerplatte.

Washington Archbishop Donald

NAVY FOOTBALL | The Navy foot- 
ball program hasn’t defeated a 
top-10 opponent for close to 50 
years now, a fact hammered 
home by former Secretary of the 
Navy John Dalton when given the 
chance to speak with the Midship- 
men after a practice last week.

A Global ‘Resistance’ 



Muse borrows sound 
from locales like the 
Middle East and Brazil 
for its new album 

M u S I C I A lead single about a pro- 
letarian revolt against the global 
banking crisis. A teaser campaign 
involving a worldwide musical 
treasure hunt. And an album 
that ends with a three-part, fully 
orchestrated symphony about an 
alternative theory of the creation of 
mankind. Is Muse the only young, 
stadium-filling rock band that 
could get away with this? 

“I think 'get away with’ is the 
key,” singer/guitarist Matt Bel- 
lamy says with a laugh, regard- 
ing the band’s new album, “The 
Resistance.” The set will be 
released Sept. 15 on Warner Bros. 
Records. 

“The Resistance” is Muse’s 
fifth album, but the first for which 
the band took charge of produc- 
tion duties. It’s also the first that 
Bellamy, drummer Dom James 
and bassist Chris Wolstenholme 
recorded in one place — a warren 
of converted cellars on the edge 
of Lake Como in northern Italy, 
where Bellamy now lives. 

The first single, “Uprising,” 
released digitally Aug. 4 in the 
United States, is an anthemic, 
shuffle-beat stomp with lines pos- 
tulating approvingly about how 
“the fat cats had a heart attack.”

C 0 M E D I A N I It’s enough to provoke 
a string of expletives from any 
devout George Carlin admirer: 
The comedian never won an Emmy 
Award in his lifetime despite a 
half-dozen nominations. 

TV academy voters have the 
chance to make indirect amends, 
and gladden his daughter’s heart, 
by honoring “George Carlin: The 
Kennedy Center Mark Twain 
Prize.” 

“My father was someone who 
did change the face of television 
with his HBO specials,” Kelly Car- 
lin McCall said. “He was a man 
who, over almost 20 years, made 
television exciting to watch. I think 
it’s too bad they didn’t get to honor 
him that way.” 

Last year’s Emmy loss was “par- 
ticularly poignant” because it fol- 
lowed his death of heart failure by 
three months, she said. 

Carlin, a multiple Grammy- 
winner for his comedy albums, 
shook up television with 14 
standup specials that skewered 
hypocrisy in language and social 
mores.

Room Service Is Overrated 


Four no-frills hostels

About three years ago, Jim Wil- 
liams, author of “Hostel Hand- 
book” (Hostelhandbook.com) 
noticed that new hostels were 
starting to open around the U.S., 
but “almost exclusively in destina- 
tion cities ” 

A snapshot of bookings on Hos- 
telworld.com comparing spring 
2008 with spring 2009 also shows

She’s Rolling in Veggies 


A farm-share newbie 
shares insights (and 
bites) from her first 
produce-filled month 

More peaches than one fridge 
can hold. A glut of produce I can’t 
stomach. Misshapen veggies. I 
envisioned all these nightmares 
before signing up for my first farm- 
share membership this year. 

Sure, there are many positives 
of community-supported agricul- 
ture, or CSAs. Locally grown food 
is often better for you, since it’s 
usually neither mass-produced 
nor exposed to pesticides. Eating 
it helps sustain farmers. But since 
my boyfriend Darren and I were 
shelling out $500 for 20 weeks 
of deliveries, I wanted to think it 
through. And canning like a 1950s 
housewife? Not an option. 

We ended up with a “half-share” 
from Bluemont, Va.’s Great Coun- 
try Farms (Greatcountryfarms. 
com). This means the farm delivers 
a 17-liter box packed with fruits. 


veggies and herbs to our Arling- 
ton apartment every Tuesday from 
June through October. 

KateZurschmeide, co-owner of 
the farm, says interest in CSAs has 
soared. “People care about what 
they’re eating.” And who doesn’t 
love receiving a weekly surprise 
package? Here’s the scoop on my 
first few weeks with a CSA: 

FIRST DELIVERY: JUNE 2 

Farm staffers drop our CSA box at 
our apartment building each week, 
so pickup is convenient. We’re 


happy to get a bundle of aspara- 
gus, 10 spring onions and a pint 
of strawberries, but befuddled by 
a bunch of leafy, dark green kale, 
which we’ve never bought, much 
less cooked. We learn lesson No. 1 
about CSA participation: Be ready 
to try new things. 

Culinary confidence doesn’t 
hurt, either, says Holly Herrick, 
author of “Southern Farmers 
Market Cookbook” ($20, Gibbs 
Smith). “I think whether or not a 
CSA works for someone depends 
on how comfortable they are in 


the kitchen,” Herrick says. My first 
stab at garlicky kale (from Her- 
rick’s book) is easy and tasty. 

SECOND DELIVERY: JUNE 9 

This week’s loot: asparagus, spring 
onions, strawberries and dill. Our 
revelation: Don’tjudge farm food 
by its appearance. Our strawber- 
ries, for instance, look pretty but 
seem bland. The pencil-thin aspar- 
agus, though dinkier than Safe- 
way’s, tastes great. I usually don’t 
like asparagus, but this I toss into 
omelets and pasta all week. 


Herrick says farm produce sur- 
prises folks used to super-market 
perfection: “Locally grown food 
is not always uniform. It looks 
more like food and less like Hol- 
lywood.” 


FOOD FOR THOUGHT

THIRD, FOURTH AND FIFTH 
DELIVERIES: JUNE 16, 23, 30 

In this period — call it the Epoch of 
the Onion — we learn the impor- 
tance of patience. Every week, we 
receive a large bundle of fist-sized 
spring onions, and we’re becom- 
ing downright sick of them. Luck- 
ily, the chive-like veggies are ver- 
satile. I use them in recipes from 
salsa to risotto. 

And despite the oniony blahs, 
our shipments also boast major 
highlights: collard greens (zippy 
as a side for some grits and fried 
chicken), and snow peas, broc- 
coli and basil (yummy tossed in 
pasta). 

SIXTH DELIVERY: JULY? 

This is the week we’ve been waiting 
for. Our box brims with ripe fruits 
(white peaches, red plums, apri- 
cots) and veggies (beets, squash 
and cucumbers — no onions!). I’m 
in love with the sweet-yet-tangy 
apricots. Zurschmeide is familiar 
with my nectar mania. “An apricot 
off a tree is so different from an 
apricot at the store,” she says. 

POSTSCRIPT 

Since that week, we’ve gotten even 
more goodies: zucchini, cabbage, 
cilantro, dill and corn. We’re look- 
ing forward to fall produce — pota- 
toes, eggplant, apples. Darren and 
I are eating more fresh foods and 
less processed junk. And no, we’re 
not wannabe dieters; we just need 
to gobble up each week’s bounty 
before the next delivery. 

I also like the challenge of 
coming up with a seemingly ran- 
dom menu each week. As Her- 
rick puts it, a CSA membership 
“makes fresh food exciting.”
